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BURCHELL’S  TRAVELS  REPRINTED 

The  appearance  of  the  complete  and  handsome  reprint  of  William  John 
Burchell’s  Travels  in  the  Interior  of  Southern  Africa  (London,  Batchworth 
Press,  1953,  2  vols.  £5  the  set)  is  a  major  event  in  the  South  African  book 
world.  No  other  work  of  South  African  travel  has  maintained  so  high  a 
reputation  for  so  long,  and  there  is  good  reason  for  it.  Nor  is  that  reputation 
due,  except  in  part,  to  the  circumstances  of  the  original  publication,  which 
was  a  comparatively  lavish  and  expensive  undertaking,  owing  much  to  the 
excellence  of  the  colour  plates  executed  by  Burchell  himself.  Printed  in  a 
small  edition,  many  copies  of  the  original  two  volumes  have  been  broken  up 
for  the  plates,  putting  complete  sets  into  a  price  category  well  beyond  the 
reach  of  most  collectors  and  students  of  Africana.  The  new  reprint,  which  is 
in  a  small  royal  octavo  format  instead  of  the  original  generous  quarto,  makes 
it  possible  for  us  to  re-assess  Burchell  and  his  achievement  without  having  to 
treat  the  physical  work  with  quite  the  breath-taking  respect  that  is  properly 
due  to  a  copy  of  the  original  rare  publication. 

In  a  concise  but  entirely  adequate  introduction  Professor  I.  Schapera  puts 
his  finger  on  several  of  the  reasons  for  the  abiding  excellence  of  Burchell’s 
work.  Re-reading  the  Travels,  one  is  struck  time  and  again  by  the  self-reliance 
and  sturdy  common-sense  of  the  traveller  who,  unlike  some  of  his  contem¬ 
poraries,  demands  proof  before  generalisation,  leaves  behind  all  other  works 
of  travel,  and  makes  no  secret  of  his  main  objective,  “to  investigate  man  in  an 
uncivilised  state  of  society,”  not  as  a  museum  specimen,  but  as  a  fellow 
human  being.  He  is  free  from  romantic  illusion;  he  describes  what  he  sees 
with  absolute  veracity;  and  without  a  hint  of  fine  writing  he  manages  to 
achieve  a  balanced  and  effective  prose  narrative  style  which  is  a  pleasure  in 
itself  to  read.  Other  travellers  may  have  been  more  picturesque  and  their 
accounts  are  often  more  highly  tinted,  but  there  is  something  most  attractive 
and  strangely  modern  about  “the  pure  spirit  of  independence”  (to  use  the 
words  of  his  own  introduction)  which  he  brings  to  his  enterprise.  During  his 
expedition,  which  lasted  four  years,  he  “had  no  companion  or  assistant,  nor 
other  attendants  than  a  few  Hottentots,  the  number  of  whom  never  exceeded 
ten”;  and  when  one  considers  the  nature  of  the  territory  and  the  hardships 
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which  he  accepted  without  complaint  or  fuss,  it  is  the  character  of  Burchell 
himself,  a  cultured,  sensitive  but  extraordinarily  self-contained  personality, 
that  most  strongly  emerges  from  these  pages.  The  portrait  by  J.  Sell  Cotman 
printed  as  a  frontispiece  to  the  first  volume,  strikingly  confirms  the  self- 
portrait  Burchell  draws  in  his  text. 

As  Professor  Schapera  reminds  us,  Burchell  not  only  produced  a  memor¬ 
able  narrative,  but  made  scientific  contributions  of  lasting  importance.  He 
discovered  the  White  Rhinoceros,  the  species  of  zebra  known  as  Equm 
(Quagga)  burchellii,  and  several  species  of  antelope;  he  was  one  of  the  first  to 
propose  the  establishment  of  a  National  Botanic  Gardens  at  Kirstenbosch; 
and  his  botanical  collections,  now  at  Kew,  are  remarkable  for  their  extent  and 
quality.  But  for  most  readers  it  is  the  Travels  themselves  that  fascinate,  and 
not  least  the  plates,  of  which  all  but  the  four  folding  plates  are  reproduced  in 
the  Batchworth  reprint,  several  in  colour.  The  vignettes  (of  which  there  are 
50  in  the  first  volume  and  46  in  the  second)  have  been  slightly  reduced  in  size, 
but  have  lost  very  little  of  their  quality;  the  text  of  the  reprint  is  attractively 
set  in  clear  type,  and  in  addition  to  the  Travels  Burchell’s  own  Indexes  have 
been  reprinted,  as  well  as  two  lists  of  errata  compiled  by  the  traveller  for  a 
possible  second  edition,  and  found  among  his  papers  at  the  Hope  Department 
of  Entomology  at  Oxford.  There  are  also  four  new  letters  to  relations  and 
friends  referring  to  his  South  African  travels. 

Also  worthy  of  mention  is  the  fact  that  the  six  plates  reproduced  in  colour 
were  printed  in  Cape  Town,  and  contributed  to  the  publication  by  an  enter¬ 
prising  South  African  Building  Society.  The  standard  of  production  of  the 
two  volumes,  with  their  sensible  and  serviceable  dark  blue  buckram  covers, 
leaves  little  to  be  desired.  The  edition  numbers  1,250  copies,  and  will  not 
be  reprinted.  For  any  South  African  deeply  interested  in  the  topography 
and  ecology  of  the  country,  seen  without  frills  and  through  the  eyes  of  one 
of  the  most  percipient  and  balanced  personalities  ever  to  set  foot  here,  this 
new  edition  of  Burchell  is  likely  to  prove  an  acquisition  of  lasting  worth. 

NOTES  AND  NEWS 

The  founding  of  a  Heraldry  Society  of  Southern  Africa,  with  its  head¬ 
quarters  in  Cape  Town  (P.O.  Box  4837),  will  be  welcomed  by  many  readers 
of  this  Bulletin.  Its  objects  are:  (a)  to  encourage  the  study,  documentation 
and  use  of  heraldry;  (b)  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity;  and  (c)  to  act  as  a 
liaison  body  between  national  heraldic  authorities  and  interested  parties  in 
Southern  Africa.  There  is  at  the  moment  a  remarkable  amount  of  public 
interest  being  taken  in  matters  heraldic,  chiefly  in  Great  Britain,  but  to  an 
increasing  extent  in  South  Africa  as  well.  In  saying  this,  we  are  thinking  not 
so  much  of  the  perennial  seeker  after  ancestors  that  never  were  on  land  or 
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sea— but  of  the  curiosity  born  of  knowledge  that  seeks  to  understand  and 
apply  the  ancient  conventions  in  an  often  graceless  modern  world. 

The  election  of  a  former  Chief  Archivist  of  the  Union,  Dr.  C.  Graham 
Botha,  as  Chairman  of  the  Society,  and  of  a  committee  of  enthusiasts  to 
support  him,  has  given  the  new  enterprise  a  solid  start.  Perhaps,  however, 
we  should  make  it  clear  that  the  Society  will  not  itself  undertake  genealogical 
searches.  Interested  enquirers  will  be  put  in  touch  with  the  appropriate 
sources,  which  as  is  only  right  and  proper,  will  charge  a  suitable  searcher’s 
fee.

We  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  our  lively  contemporary, 
Africana  Notes  and  News,  the  publication  of  the  Africana  Museum,  Johannes¬ 
burg,  on  the  successful  completion  of  its  first  decennium.  Concerning  itself 
with  all  aspects  of  “Africana,”  a  subject  defying  exact  definition,  it  has  attrac¬ 
ted  a  distinguished  roll  of  contributors  on  a  remarkably  diverse  set  of  topics 
ranging  from  Dutch  gables  to  the  Hottentot  Venus,  and  the  ten  volumes 
already  published  constitute  a  reference- tool  in  frequent  use  in  the  South 
i  African  Library.  To  compile  a  detailed  index  to  the  contents  of  these  volumes 
would  be  a  major  undertaking,  but  it  is  hoped  that  at  some  future  point  in 
its  triumphant  progress  A.N.  <&  N.  may  achieve  a  synoptic  or  analytic  index 
(as  distinct  from  a  contents  list)  after  the  style  of  the  long-established  Notes 
and  Queries  itself.

I  In  a  recent  number  of  Africana  Notes  and  News  (Vol.  X,  no.  2,  March, 
1953,  p.70)  mention  was  made  of  an  early  Cape  magazine  for  ladies,  whose 
imminent  publication  was  announced  in  the  contemporary  press  in  1858. 
Subsequently,  a  copy  of  this  journal,  the  South  African  Ladies'  Companion, 
has  appeared  in  the  catalogue  of  a  local  dealer  in  Africana  and  it  may  be  that 
other  copies  exist  in  private  possession. 

[The  first  three  numbers  of  the  first  volume  of  this  journal  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Africana  Collection  of  the  South  African  Library.  These  are  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest,  for  they  are  presentation  copies  from  Francisco  Travassoz 
Valdez,  Portuguese  arbitrator  on  the  Mixed  Commission  at  the  Cape  in 
1858,  to  Mrs.  du  Prat,  wife  of  Alfred  du  Prat,  who  at  that  date  was  H.F.M. 
Commissioner.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  Valdez  was  the  Editor  of  the 
Ladies'  Companion.  In  his  introductory  note  to  the  first  issue,  the  Editor 
refers  to  the  circumstance  that  “although  having  some  experience  as  a  writer, 
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being  a  foreigner  he  feels  great  difficulty  in  clothing  his  native  ideas  in  English 
costume.”  He  goes  on  to  say  that  he  is 

“aware  that  in  introducing  into  this  colony  a  new  publication,  when  so 
many  of  real  literary  merit  are  already  before  the  public,  he  exposes 
himself  to  some  degree  of  censure,  notwithstanding  he  hopes  that  (the 
journal)  will  prove  a  ‘Desideratum,’  considering  the  heterogeneous  .  . , 
character  of  the  inhabitants  of  “The  Cape  of  Storms,’  and  as  the 
majority  of  articles  that  have  been  brought  before  the  Cape  public  may 
be  considered  as  (shall  we  say)  indigenous,  whereas  it  is  intended  in  the 
present  publication  to  cull  from  foreign  fields,  especially  French,  Italian 
Spanish  and  Portuguese,  a  ‘bouquet’  of  flowers  .  . 

The  first  number  contains  three  articles  that  are  continued  in  the  two 
succeeding  numbers;  a  somewhat  melodramatic  romance  of  Christian 
martyrs  in  the  reign  of  Domitianus;  a  history  of  women’s  dress,  entitled 
The  French  Fashions,  and  a  Portuguese  Historical  Love  Story  of  1385,  called 
The  Conspirator.  The  third  and  probably  last  number  has  an  article  on  the 
Vineyards  of  Oporto,  an  Arabian  tale  called  The  Slippers,  and  some  topical 
Fireside  amusements,  besides  some  “original  correspondence”  on  the 
subject  of  Brazilian  slavery.  The  first  number  bears  the  date  February  15th 
(1858);  the  second,  March  1st;  and  the  third,  April  1st. 

F.  T.  Valdez  later  published  an  account  of  his  travels  in  Angola,  under  the 
title  Si.\  years  of  a  traveller's  life  in  West  Africa  (London,  Hurst  &  Blackett. 
1861.  2  vols.).  In  the  first  volume  of  this  work  there  appears  a  dedication  to 
Senhor  Alfredo  Duprat,  and  the  preface  includes  some  autobiographical 
notes,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  he  was  a  son  of  Count  Bomfim,  and,  after 
studying  deeply  in  the  records  of  Portuguese  voyages  and  travels  of  former 
days,  resolved  to  add  to  the  existing  information  about  Portugal’s  possessions 
in  Africa.  From  1852  till  1858  he  served  as  H.F.M.  Arbitrator  at  Loanda. 
and  thereafter  travelled  to  the  Cape,  where  his  name  appears  in  the  Almanac 
for  1858,  but  vanishes  in  the  following  year.

The  Cape  press  of  a  hundred  years  ago  carried  a  diversity  of  styles  in  its 
correspondence  columns,  beside  which  our  present  day  “Letters  to  the 
Editor”  fall  deplorably  flat.  In  the  Cape  Town  Mail  for  1843  we  recently  came 
across  this  lively  piece  of  writing: 

Field  sports  at  the  Cape,  by  “Leggings” 

“Come  forth  ye  fiddlers,  fifers,  women-killers  and  oriental  peacocks 
of  the  Heerengracht;  waste  not  the  precious  moments  of  your  stay  in 
this  salubrious  clime,  amid  the  stinks  of  Cape  Town  .  .  .” 
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A  HOUSEWIFE  AT  THE  CAPE  IN  1818 
being  extracts  from  the  journals  of  Sarah  Norman  Eaton 
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In  the  December,  1950,  number  of  this  Bulletin  reference  was  made  to  a 
manuscript  journal  which  had  recently  been  presented  to  the  South  African 
Library,  consisting  of  four  small  notebooks  written  by  Mrs.  S.  N.  Eaton,  a 
visitor  to  the  Cape  in  1818.  At  that  time  little  was  known  of  the  diarist,  or  of 
the  circumstances  in  which  she  came  to  South  Africa.  Since  then  a  strictly 
limited  “Family  edition”  of  the  Eaton  Journals  has  been  produced  by  a  great- 
grandson  of  the  diarist,  in  which  many  additional  biographical  details  and 
annotations  have  been  brought  together.  As  this  edition  is  not  available  to 
the  general  reader,  we  are  taking  this  opportunity  of  printing  some  notes 
and  extracts  in  our  Bulletin,  with  acknowledgments  to  Mr.  Charles  Deacon. 

The  diarist,  Sarah  Norman  Eaton,  was  born  in  Norfolk,  England,  on  April 
13th,  1784,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Ebden  and  his  first  wife,  Sarah  Norman. 
The  Eatons  came  of  adventurous  stock;  Dr.  Ebden  himself  had  been  an 
army  surgeon  in  the  American  War  of  Independence,  and  his  son,  John 
Bardwell  Ebden,  sailed  to  the  China  Seas  on  a  survey  expedition  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  and  on  a  second  voyage  to  the  East  was  shipwrecked  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope.  Deciding  to  stay,  he  married  a  daughter  of  G.  F.  C.  Kirchmann, 
a  German  merchant  at  the  Cape,  in  1808,  and  later  founded  the  successful 
I  firm  of  Ebden  and  Eaton,  his  partner  being  Richard  Webber  Eaton,  another 

[  Norfolk  man,  whom  his  sister  had  married  in  1814.  Ebden  and  Eaton  were 

associated  with  many  of  the  early  commercial  enterprises  at  the  Cape; 
subsequently  J.  B.  Ebden  became  one  of  the  best-known  public  figures  in 
Cape  Town  and  a  member  of  the  first  Legislative  Council.  He  died  in  1873. 

In  1818  Sarah  Eaton  set  out  on  the  long  voyage  to  the  Cape  with  her 
husband  and  two  young  sons,  to  Join  her  brother  in  his  new  enterprise.  She 
was  a  woman  of  considerable  versatility,  and  later  published  a  “Comparative 
grammar  of  the  English,  French  and  Italian  languages,”  and  completed  a 
translation  from  the  Hebrew  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke.  At  the  time  when 
5  these  Journals  were  written,  however,  she  was  an  observant  traveller  of 
^  tw-enty-four,  setting  down  the  details  of  the  voyage  with  verve  and  enjoyment, 
^  and  recording  while  they  were  still  fresh  her  first  impressions  of  daily  life  in 
the  Cape  Town  of  Lord  Charles  Somerset.  Eventually  she  outlived  her  brother 
by  five  years,  dying  in  Cape  Town  in  1878  at  the  age  of  94;  one  would  give 
much  to  discover  more  diaries  covering  that  long  span  of  South  African 
history. 

The  extracts  that  follow  are  taken  from  the  third  small  notebook,  and 
"  describe  the  arrival  of  the  Eaton  family  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  on  26th 
September,  1818. 
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“The  favourable  impressions  I  yesterday  received  on  my  arrival,  have  not 
been  in  the  least  lessened  today.  I  rose  early  to  write  letters  to  England— 
having  had  information  that  a  ship  was  about  to  sail  there  (the  “Charlotte,” 
a  Merchant  Vessel) .  .  . 

We  breakfasted  about  9  quite  in  the  English  style,  off  toast,  bread  &  butter 
&  eggs,  a  relish  of  meat  and  radishes.  Sometimes  hot  fish  &  rice  are 
introduced.  The  bread,  being  baked  with  leaven,  is  always  eaten  new  and  is  of 
a  spungy  nature  like  our  french  rolls. 

There  is  also  good  brown  bread,  but  there  is  a  trifling  grittiness  in  all  of  it, 
owing  it  is  supposed  to  the  badness  of  the  stones  with  which  the  corn  is 
ground  &  to  their  method  of  treading  it  out  with  horses  on  the  earth  instead 
of  threshing;  though  I  understand  this  grittiness  may  be  remedied  by  care 
in  the  making.  They  have  also  excellent  tea  and  coffee. 

We  went  to  Church  in  the  morning,  the  only  time  the  English  Service  is 
read.  The  Church  belongs  to  the  Dutch,  and  the  Service  is  read  in  that 
language  twice  in  the  day,  from  nine  to  eleven  a.m.  and  from  three  to  five 
p.m.  The  English  Service  commences  at  half  past  eleven  .  .  . 

I  was  vexed  to  see  that  the  Church  was  so  thinly  attended  by  the  English 
inhabitants,  except  the  Military,  and  that  the  congregation  did  not  join  in 
the  Service  as  is  usually  done.  After  Service,  we  called  on  Miss  Muddle  at 
Dr.,  or  rather  Mr.  Bailey’s  (he  being  only  a  Surgeon,  though  it  is  customary 
here  to  give  him  that  title,  as  well  as  others  in  the  same  line). 

We  were  there  introduced  to  Mr.  Chenoweth,  Miss  M.’s  intended.  He 
seems  a  plain,  steady,  good  kind  of  man,  likely  to  make  Miss  M.  very  happy 
and  comfortable — though  we  found  her  now  in  some  distress  at  the  forms 
she  found  it  necessary  to  go  through  before  she  could  be  married. 

She  was  to  appear  before  a  Court  of  Gentlemen,  to  pass  a  kind  of  examina¬ 
tion  as  to  whether  she  had  any  other  engagement  &c,  &c.  which  to  an 
English  woman  must  be  exceedingly  embarrassing.  This  examination  might 
have  taken  place  on  the  following  Thursday,  by  paying  some  extraordinary 
fees  to  the  Poor  Box,  but  the  regular  Court  is  held  only  on  a  Saturday  on 
which  day  she  purposed  to  appear  before  it. 

As  the  Governor,  Lord  Charles  Somerset,  was  too  ill  to  be  likely  to  be  able 
to  sign  the  Papers  so  early  as  Thursday  (and  his  signature  is  necessary  when 
married  by  special  licence),  should  he  continue  to  be  ill,  and  they  unwilling 
to  wait  his  recovery,  they  must  have  their  bands  [sic]  published  as  usual  in 
England. 

[Miss  Muddle  subsequently  “got  through  her  troubles,”  and  after  the 
ceremony  the  newly  wedded  pair  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  &  Mrs. 
Bailey  and  Miss  Schultz  to  the  Half  Way  House  towards  Simon’s  Town, 
where  they  were  to  live.  They  travelled  thus  far,  in  a  very  handsome 
looking  carriage  &  four  horses,  hired  in  the  town.  After  dining  here  the 
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bride  and  bridegroom  continued  their  journey  in  a  waggon,  as  the  roads 
are  generally  too  rugged  for  carriages  after  getting  about  10  miles  from 
Cape  Town.] 

October  3rd 

Our  dinner  hour  is  ^  after  6  o’clock.  Though  much  in  the  English  style, 
yet  I  will  describe  one  to  mark  any  trifling  difference: — 

For  a  family  dinner  we  have  always  had  soup  at  the  bottom,  very  good 
but  not  made  rich ;  fish  at  the  top,  dressed  well,  besides  being  always  quite 
fresh  as  they  have  the  advantage  of  having  it  brought  to  the  house  every  day 
. . .  Besides  the  vegetables  common  in  England,  I  have  seen  several  new  to 
me— one  called  Uintjes  (pronounced  oontches),  resembling  much  the  Chest¬ 
nut  in  flavour.  It  is  also  called  Hottentot  Bread,  grows  wild,  with  a  yellow 
flower  somewhat  like  a  small  daffodil.  The  root — the  part  eaten,  is  of  the 
form  of  a  small  onion  . . .  They  are  usually  introduced  with  the  sweets,  plain 
boiled,  tied  up  in  small  bunches. 

There  is  usually,  at  table.  Rice  and  three  kinds  of  vegetables,  besides  salad. 
Rice  is  usually  eaten  with  Stews,  Hashes,  or  Curries.  A  Pie  or  Ham  in  the 
centre  of  the  table,  perhaps.  Their  Pies  and  Pastry  of  all  kinds  is  excellent; 
dried  cured  meat  not  so  good,  since  the  best  they  have  from  England,  and 
they  are  usually  too  old  or  rusty.  The  Butter  or  Sauces  are  not  set  on  to  table, 
but  carried  round  by  Servants.  Prepared  Chilly,  Pickle  and  Lemons  are 
commonly  eaten  with  fish  .  .  . 

After  the  table  is  cleared  of  the  first  course,  there  is  set  on  Pudding  or  other 
sweets,  with  perhaps  some  sweet  vegetable — then  Cheese  and  Salad  &c.,  the 
same  as  in  England.  The  Dutch  cheese  is  more  easily  procured  here  than  the 
English. 

The  usual  beverage  at  Dinner  is  water,  occasionally  drinking  a  glass  of 
wine  with  one  another  &  ale  or  Porter  procured  from  England — with  cheese. 

I  They  have  here  fresh  fruits  all  the  year  round,  as  well  as  dried  and  pre¬ 
served  ones,  so  that  the  dessert  may  always  be  handsome.  At  this  season  we 
have  oranges  .  .  .  walnuts,  almonds  and  raisins,  dried  pears,  apples  and 
peaches,  preserved  figs,  apricots,  oranges  &c.,  besides  foreign  preserves. 
Though  sugar  is  expensive  and  fresh  fruits  plentiful,  it  is  remarkable  that  no 
where  have  you  so  many  preserves. 

Visiting  friends 
October  6th. 

This  being  Mrs.  De  Wet’s  birthday,  my  brother’s  wife’s  sister,  she  sent  for 
the  family  to  spend  the  evening  at  her  house.  We  met  there  a  family  party. 
The  conversation  was  chiefly  in  Dutch ;  of  course  I  could  not  enter  into  the 
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spirit  of  it.  Besides,  I  could  but  remark  that  the  grouping  together  of  the 
Ladies  in  one  part  of  the  room  and  the  Gentlemen  in  another  must  be  inimical 
to  the  advantages  expected  to  be  derived  from  general  conversation. 

The  whole  evening  was  spent  in  this  way,  and  I  believe  a  pretty  correct 
specimen  of  the  manner  of  visiting  of  the  Dutch.  Preserves  were  introduced 
at  tea,  6  o’clock,  and  trays  of  sweets  &  Sandwiches  about  ten — soon  after 
which  the  company  took  their  leave. 

October  7th. 

We  now  returned  our  calls  on  the  families  of  Twycross,  Bailey,  Menger, 
Christian,  Schultz,  Cadogan,  Bergh,  De  Wet,  des  Escotais,  Ross,  Voget, 
Lowden  etc.  Our  eyes  and  noses  suffered  much  in  several  houses — our  eyes 
from  the  sudden  change  of  the  very  bright  light  of  day,  to  the  almost  total 
darkness  of  the  rooms  we  were  ushered  into. 

It  seems  to  be  the  practice  here  with  most  of  the  inhabitants  to  exclude  the 
light  during  the  day  by  shutting  shutters,  windows,  and  letting  down  blinds, 
with  the  view  of  keeping  out  the  flies,  the  heat  and  the  dust.  By  which  means, 
the  rooms  have  a  faint  close  smell,  increased  by  using  much  oil  and  turpentine 
on  their  furniture,  doors  and  window  shutters,  which  are  usually  either 
wainscot  or  mahogany.  The  rooms  are  generally  lofty  and  spacious — wanting 
only  a  little  light  and  air  to  render  them  agreeable;  usually  furnished  in  the 
English  style,  and  some  in  the  most  magnificent  and  expensive  manner. 

October  28th. 

Took  a  walk  with  Kitty  through  most  of  the  streets  in  the  town,  all  regular 
and  well  built. 

The  generality  of  the  houses  are  only  one  storey  big,  with  flat  roofs.  Each 
house  has  built  before  it  as  far  as  it  extends,  what  is  called  a  stoep — that  is  a 
raised  walk  which  is  ascended  by  three  or  four  steps.  The  Dutch  frequently 
parade  at  all  hours  on  these  Stoeps,  which  have  seats  at  each  end — and  to  the 
English  they  are  very  pleasant  of  an  evening  in  the  summer. 

The  windows  are  large,  with  small  panes  of  glass  not  generally  more  than 
9  by  7  inches,  but  about  60  of  those.  This  makes  the  wood  work  of  the  win¬ 
dows  heavy  and  not  very  easy  to  open.  The  bottom  sash  only  is  made  to 
slide  up.  In  some  modern  houses  they  have  made  the  panes  larger — but  they 
find  inconvenience  from  it  from  the  difficulty  of  getting  glass  large  enough 
to  repair  it  without  sending  to  England. 

The  houses  are  generally  spacious,  airy  and  convenient,  the  rooms  lofty, 
about  16  ft.;  and  they  have  usually  a  large  stone  Hall,  a  great  luxury  in  hot 
weather.  The  upper  rooms  are  hot  in  the  summer  in  consequence  of  the  flat 
roofs.  Some  of  the  rooms  are  hung  with  paper,  but  usually  painted  with  great 
neatness  and  taste;  furnished,  as  1  have  before  remarked,  in  the  English  style; 
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have  carpets  in  the  winter  &  India  Matting  in  the  summer.  Venetian  blinds 
are  generally  used. 

Not  above  one  sitting  room  in  the  house  has  a  fireplace  in  it,  therefore  that 
is  constantly  used  in  the  winter.  Before  the  English  came  they  had  not  that 
luxury,  but  sat  wrapped  up  in  their  houses.

Some  notes  on  reading  and  other  occupations 
In  an  entry  dated  November  1819,  Mrs.  Eaton  remarks  that: 

Though  reading  will  often  afford  much  relief,  yet  here  you  cannot  have  all 
the  advantages  of  it  since  your  own  library  soon  becomes  so  often  read  as  not 
to  afford  the  pleasure  of  novelty,  and  you  have  no  access  to  others.  Though 
there  is  a  public  library  and  reading  room  the  Ladies  are  excluded  from  it, 
since  the  books  are  not  allowed  to  be  taken  home.  Besides,  you  lose  another 
pleasure  of  reading,  the  being  able  to  exchange  opinions,  with  others  who 
read,  on  any  book  that  may  for  the  present  engage  your  attention;  for  there 
are  no  readers,  nor  any  opportunity  of  deriving  advantage  from  collision  of 
ideas. 

Conversation  is  at  a  very  low  ebb.  There  are  hardly  ever  any  subjects  of 
either  public  or  private  interest  to  afford  a  topic. 

[Among  the  books  she  has  lately  read,  Mrs.  Eaton  mentions  L’ltaliana 
Philosofessa,  Leave’s  Novelles,  chief  of  the  works  of  Seeker,  and  to 
p.450  of  the  4th  vol.  of  Bigland’s  History  of  the  World:  a  distinctly 
solid  diet.] 

From  this  point  onwards,  the  entries  become  more  perfunctory  as  domestic 
preoccupations  increase,  and  one  of  the  last  entries  describes  the  arrival  of 
"the  models  of  some  Washing  Machines”  which  strike  a  curiously  modern 
note. 

These  journals  of  a  newly-arrived  settler-to-be  are  fragmentary;  one  book, 
covering  the  greater  part  of  the  year  1819,  has  been  lost;  but  sufficient 
remains  to  give  a  frank  commentary  from  the  housewife’s  point  of  view,  of  a 
Cape  Society  that  has  not  been  generously  documented,  on  the  whole.

LICHTENSTEIN  AND  THE  ALBERTI  PLATES 

When  Captain  Louis  Alberti  was  stationed  at  Algoa  Bay  as  commandant 
of  Fort  Frederick  in  the  time  of  the  Batavian  Republic,  he  collected  material 
for  a  book  about  the  Kaffirs,  which  was  published  in  Dutch  in  1810  under 
the  title  of  De  Kaffers  aan  de  Zuidkust  van  Afrika.  This  work  contained 
several  plates,  the  frontispiece  being  a  plan  of  Fort  Frederick  and  its  environs, 
and  there  were  several  native  studies. 
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But  the  best  and  largest  four  plates  were  issued  separately  and  subsequently 
(in  1811)  in  an  album,  and  they  have  become  known  as  the  “Alberti  Plates.” 
They  are: 

1.  View  of  Kaffir  Village  with  Natives  dancing. 

2.  Horde  of  Kaffirs  on  a  Journey. 

3.  Interview  of  Governor  Janssens  with  Kaffir  Chief  Gaika  at  Kat 
River,  May  1803. 

4.  View  of  Fort  Frederick  and  Algoa  Bay  (see  plate  1). 

In  the  author’s  preface.  Captain  Alberti  explained  that  the  plates  were  made 
by  the  well-known  Dutch  engraver,  L.  Portman,  after  the  works  of  the 
Ridder  en  Kolonel  Howen  and  the  artist  Heer  Smies,  who  in  turn  had  based 
their  own  work  on  sketches  made  in  Kaffirland  itself  by  Lieutenant  Paravicini 
di  Capelli,  who  was  General  Janssens’  aide-de-camp  at  the  Cape. 

Plate  4  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  the  illustration  “Fort  Frederik  an 
der  Algoabay’’  appearing  in  the  original  (German)  edition  of  Dr.  H inrich 
Lichtenstein’s  Reisen  im  sudlichen  Africa,  published  in  1811  (see  plate  2). 
In  fact,  the  topographical  resemblance  is  so  strong  that  one  can  state  that— 
apart  from  the  cavalcade  of  horsemen  in  the  foreground — the  pictures  are 
identical.  This  party  of  horsemen  comprised  the  retinue  of  Commissary- 
General  de  Mist,  and  included  his  daughter  Augusta  and  Dr.  Lichtenstein. 
The  original  Lichtenstein  plate  is  signed  “Fr.  Leopold  fee.  1811,’’  whilst 
subsequent  editions  of  the  English  translation  by  Anne  Plumptre  bear  the 
names  of  different  engravers.  A  footnote  to  the  Algoa  Bay  plate  in  the  1812 
Plumptre  states  “The  person  by  whom  the  sketch  was  taken,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  von  Howen  of  Amsterdam,  has  introduced  our  travelling  party  in 
the  foreground.” 

So  much  for  the  facts.  The  sequence,  then,  appears  to  be  thus:  Capelli 
made  the  sketches  at  the  Cape;  these  were  taken  to  Holland  and  embellished 
there  by  Howen  and  Smies,  and  gravure  plates  of  their  vivid,  coloured  works 
were  then  engraved  by  Portman.  When  Lichtenstein  published  his  Reisen 
later  in  the  same  year,  he  reproduced  the  Algoa  Bay  plate  of  Alberti — suitably 
altered,  Plumptre  tells  us,  by  Howen. 

A  poignant  human  story  may  lie  hidden  behind  the  changing  features  of 
this  quaint  plate,  for  after  Augusta  returned  to  Holland  with  her  father,  she 
married  the  Chevalier  Howen.  Who  knows  that  their  matrimonial  alliance 
did  not  spring  from  some  common  interest  in  the  Cape;  that  the  Chevalier 
Howen  was  not  responsible  for  some  of  the  other  plates  in  Lichtenstein: 
and  that  Augusta  did  not  form  the  link  between  him  and  the  conscientious 
little  German  doctor  who  nursed  her  back  to  health  in  an  ox-wagon  on  the 
arid  steppes  of  the  South  African  Karroo?

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THE  BAVIAANS  KLOOF  MISSION  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THE  CAPTURE 
OF  THE  CAPE  IN  1795 

I  The  passage  printed  below  is  the  first  part  of  an  extract  from  the  Diary  of 
I  the  Missionaries  at  Baviaans  Kloof  of  the  year  1795,  originally  published  in 
I  Periodical  accounts  relating  to  the  missions  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren 
I  established  among  the  heathen,  v.2,  London,  1797.  It  graphically  describes  the 
1  fortunes  of  the  famous  Hottentot  mission  on  the  Rivier  Zonderend,  later  to 
I  become  known  as  Genadendal,  at  one  of  the  most  troublous  times  in  Cape 
I  history.  As  is  well  known.  South  Africa’s  pioneer  missionary,  Georg  Schmidt, 

1  established  his  mission  among  the  Hottentots  in  1737,  being  forced  to  aban- 
Idon  it  in  1744.  For  nearly  fifty  years  his  work  lay  in  abeyance,  though  not 
I  forgotten,  until  in  1792,  the  Directors  of  the  Dutch  East  India  Company 
I  being  more  kindly  disposed  towards  the  Brethren  of  Herrnhut  (Moravians), 

I  Hendrik  Marsveld,  Daniel  Schwinn  and  Johann  Christian  Kiihnel  were 
1  chosen  to  go  out  to  the  Cape.  They  arrived  in  November  1792  and  were 
I  cordially  received  in  Cape  Town.  Travelling  to  Baviaans  Kloof  as  soon  as 
I  possible,  they  found  an  old  woman  who  had  been  baptised  by  Schmidt  and 
I  still  possessed  a  New  Testament  given  her  by  him.  They  re-established  the 
i  school  without  delay,  and  this  flourished  but  brought  with  it — as  has  so 
ioften  happened — the  hostility  of  the  local  farmers  who  saw  their  labourers 
ibeing  enticed  away  from  them.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  passage  following, 
Jihis  animosity  came  to  a  head  with  the  revolutionary  rising  of  the  Graaff- 

iReinet  and  Swellendam  burgers  in  sympathy  with  the  Jacobins  of  France 
and  Holland.  This  rising  coincided  with  the  arrival  of  the  British  forces  to 
iake  possession  of  the  Cape  in  1795. 

The  missionaries’  adviser  and — to  some  degree — protector  at  this  time, 
was  one  Marthinus  Theunissen,  a  local  farmer  and  field-cornet  of  the  district. 
Generally  known  as  “Baas  Teunis”  he  had  considerable  influence  and  exer¬ 
cised  it  on  their  behalf  on  more  than  one  occasion,  though  it  is  clear  that  he 
would  not  allow  their  interest  to  come  before  his  duty  to  the  government  as 
he  interpreted  it.*

The  insurgents  were  above-men 
reported  to  be  about  125  in  number.  On  the  22nd,  reports  still  more  alarming  meeting  w 
reached  us,  among  which  one  was,  that  many  farmers,  who  will  not  join 
the  insurgents  fly  to  the  town  for  safety,  all  those  being  threatened  with 
•Field-cornet  Marthinus  Theunissen.  See  introduction.  The  Slanj 
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death  who  refuse  to  assist  them.  We  could  not  be  indifferent  to  these  things, 
knowing  the  enmity  of  most  of  the  farmers  to  us  and  our  labor  among  the 
Hottentots.  The  day  following  we  were  informed  that  the  insurgents  had 
advanced  beyond  Schwellendam,  and  meant  first  to  come  and  set  fire  to  our 
settlement,  and  then  to  march  to  the  Cape.  On  the  24th  additional  dreadful 
reports  prevailed.  We  looked  anxiously  around  for  some  friend,  to  whom 
we  might  fly  in  case  they  were  realized,  or  get  some  advice  for  the  present, 
but  could  find  none  except  Andrew  Otto,  a  field  corporal*.  The  Brethren 
Marsveld  and  Kuehnel  therefore  went  to  him.  Meanwhile  Brother  Schwinn 
was  alone,  and  writes  that  he  never  felt  such  anxiety  in  his  life.  One  messenger 
after  the  other  arrived,  to  say  that  the  insurgents  were  fast  approaching, 
The  baptized  Hottentots  flocked  together  and  cried,  “O  that  they  would 
spare  our  teachers;”  asking  Brother  Schwinn,  whether  he  meant  to  fly?  He 
answered  that  he  should  first  await  the  return  of  his  Brethren.  They  then 
declared  that  if  we  fled,  they  would  all  go  with  us,  and  if  we  resolved  to  stay, 
they  would  not  forsake,  but  die  with  us.  The  candidates  for  baptism  and  many 
others  said  the  same.  One  of  them  exclaimed:  “Can  God,  by  whose  power 
heaven  and  earth  were  made,  suffer  these  men  to  do  such  a  wicked  thing? 
That  1  cannot  believe.  He  is  powerful  enough  to  prevent  their  coming  there¬ 
fore  let  us  constantly  pray  to  him  to  protect  us.” 

Brother  Schwinn  writes,  “In  the  evening  when  it  began  to  grow  dark, 
and  I  was  standing  in  our  chamber,  reflecting  upon  our  situation,  and  lifting 
up  my  heart  to  the  Lord  in  prayer,  all  on  a  sudden  I  espied  a  number  of 
people  standing  before  the  house  apparently  armed.  At  first  1  was  exceedingly 
terrified  and  thought  the  insurgents  were  there.  But  recollecting  myself,  I 
perceived  that  they  were  Hottentots,  twelve  in  number,  each  bearing  a  stick 
on  his  shoulder  with  a  bundle.  On  enquiry  1  found  that  they  came  from  the 
Schlangen  river®  and  desired  to  hear  the  gospel.  They  had  been  first  at  Baas 
Teunis’s  house,  who  endeavoured  to  persuade  them  to  return,  and  on  their 
refusal,  ordered  them  to  march  to  the  Cape  Town.  He  then  detained  their 
wives  and  children,  and  declared  that  he  should  never  suffer  them  to  go  to 
Bavians  Kloof.”  On  the  25th,  at  noon  the  Brethren  Marsveld  and  Kuehnel 
returned  home.  They  heard  everywhere  that  the  insurgents  had  retreated, 
but  declared  that  they  would  soon  return  and  burn  our  settlement.  In  coming 
home,  our  Brethren  met  a  man  Just  arrived  from  the  Cape  Town,  who 
reported  that  the  English  had  prepared  themselves  to  attack  the  Cape  Town, 
but  that  our  people  were  resolved  to  defend  it  to  the  last  extremity.  The 
above-mentioned  twelve  men  remained  here  today,  and  attended  the  evening- 
meeting  with  great  seriousness.  Five  women  belonging  to  them  arrived  the

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day  after,  having  obtained  leave  from  Baas  Teunis  to  visit  us.  These  poor 
people  would  gladly  have  settled  here,  but  Baas  Teunis  has  ordered  them  all 
home  again.  By  what  authority  he  does  these  things,  we  cannot  tell.  Our 
j)eople  told  them  that  when  they  had  done  duty  at  the  Cape  Town  they  should 
be  very  welcome  to  return.  Every  one  of  the  last  days  of  this  month  brought 
new  and  alarming  reports,  but  we  fly  unto,  and  find  refuge  and  peace  in  our 
Lord  and  Savior. 

July  3rd.  We  received  today  a  letter  from  Mr.  Heuser  at  the  Cape  Town. 
He  wrote  that  the  English  laid  siege  to  the  place,  but  that  the  inhabitants 
were  resolved  to  defend  themselves,  and  added,  that  a  vessel  which  had  some 
things  on  board  for  us  had  been  seized  by  the  English;  that  all  Holland  was 
in  possession  of  the  French,  and  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  in  England. 
Thus  we  found  ourselves,  to  our  great  sorrow,  for  the  present  cut  off  from 
all  communication  with  our  Brethren  in  Europe,  and  could  not  learn  by  any 
means  how  our  congregations  at  Zeist  and  Neuwied"*  may  have  fared.  On 
the  5th,  a  messenger  arrived  from  Baas  Teunis  to  say,  he  had  been  informed 
that  many  Hottentots  had  arrived  here  with  much  cattle,  and  that  we  should 
send  them  all  to  Cape  Town,  and  drive  their  cattle  away.  He  was  followed 
by  another,  ordering  that  every  Hottentot  that  could  be  found  anywhere 
should  repair  to  the  Cape  Town.  A  message  was  likewise  sent  by  Governmeni 
to  the  insurgents,  desiring  them  to  come,  mention  their  complaints,  and  to 
expect  certain  redress,  if  they  would  but  assist  in  defending  the  country. 
Their  answer  was,  that  they  would  not  desist  from  their  present  purposes. 
The  messenger  from  Baas  Teunis  finding  no  Hottentots  here,  returned,  bui 
on  the  9th,  seven  of  those  whom  he  had  been  seeking  arrived.  We  called  them 
together,  and  told  them  that  they  should  obey  the  summons  without  mur¬ 
muring,  and  go  to  Baas  Teunis  immediately,  to  whom  we  would  give  them 
a  letter.  Amidst  all  these  troubles,  we  perceive  a  powerful  work  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  especially  in  some  of  the  new-comers: 
but  as  we  are  uncertain  how  it  will  be  both  with  us  and  them,  we  cannot 
think  of  baptizing  any  at  present.  Their  minds  are  also  filled  with  terror,  and 
the  farmers  frighten  them  with  all  kinds  of  dreadful  reports.  On  the  11th,  a 
Hottentot  came  to  us,  saying  that  he  could  no  longer  be  silent,  but  must 
inform  us  of  what  he  had  heard.  One  of  the  insurgents,  who  had  assisted  at 
the  outrage  committed  at  Schwellendam,  asked  him  if  he  went  to  our  school. 
On  his  answering  in  the  affirmative,  the  man  observed,  that  the  school  would 
soon  be  at  an  end.  “What,”  added  he,  “are  the  Hottentots  to  be  made  wise, 
when  so  many  Christian  children  run  about  and  learn  nothing.  Only  wait  a 
little  and  your  place  shall  be  destroyed,  for  I  would  have  you  know  that  we 
are  now  the  governors.”  We  were  also  informed  today  that  the  insurgents 
mean  to  hold  a  council  at  Schwellendam  on  the  3rd  of  next  month. 

‘Zeist  is  near  Utrecht  and  Neuwied  in  the  Rhine  Province  of  Prussia. 
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On  the  12th  we  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Schmidt®  at  the  Cape  Town.  He 
laments  the  misery  of  the  present  times,  and  expresses  a  wish  to  retire  to 
Bavians  Kloof.  The  reports  of  the  approach  of  the  insurgents  increased  so 
fast  these  days,  that  even  our  most  steady  people  begin  to  be  seriously 
alarmed,  and  often  ask  when  we  mean  to  fly,  that  they  may  act  accordingly. 
We  must  confess  that  we  are  not  without  anxiety,  nor  can  we  give  the  poor 
people  any  advice,  but  that  they  should  act  as  they  felt  themselves  disposed 
for  if  they  waited  for  our  flight,  they  would  not  gain  any  assistance  from  us 
On  the  15th,  we  resolved  that  Brother  Marsveld  should  go  to  Peter  Dohi, 
and  Brother  Kuehnel  to  Gildenheifer  and  Mary®,  to  gain  some  intelligence 
of  the  real  state  of  the  country.  They  returned  with  a  very  dismal  account  of 
the  present  situation  of  affairs.  Peter  Dohi  however  promised  to  furnish  us 
with  horses  for  our  flight,  and  to  take  care  of  our  cattle  in  case  of  necessity. 
As  many  of  our  Hottentots  appear  exceedingly  terrified  and  stay  here  merely 
on  our  account,  having  declared  that  they  never  could  think  of  forsaking  us, 
who  had  come  hither  for  their  sakes  alone,  we  took  occasion  in  the  evening¬ 
meeting  on  the  1 1th,  to  tell  them,  we  should  not  take  it  amiss  in  any  one  of 
them  to  fly  to  a  place  of  safety,  and  begged  them  to  act  quite  unconstrained 
herein.  Late  in  the  evening  four  of  the  baptized,  with  an  old  Hottentot,  came 
to  take  leave  of  us,  saying  that  they  could  not  hold  out  any  longer,  but 
should  seek  refuge  in  the  mountains.  They  shed  many  tears  at  parting,  and 
we  felt  great  pity  for  them,  for  the  night  was  uncommonly  dark.  On  the  17th, 
Brother  Kuehnel  rode  to  Baas  Teunis  to  ask  his  advice.  He  first  gave  him  a 
most  deplorable  account  of  the  state  of  the  country,  and  then  observed,  that 
the  insurgents,  who  now  call  themselves  Nationals,  were  exceedingly 
enraged  at  us  on  account  of  our  school,  to  which  the  Hottentots  flock  from 
all  parts.  They  say  “How  are  we  to  have  work  done,  for  we  have  no  slaves; 
the  Hottentots  have  been  for  so  many  years  the  farmers’  servants  and  never 
received  any  instruction,  why  are  they  now  to  be  taught?  You  who  live  in 
the  river  Sonderend  may  have  Hottentots  enough,  but  what  are  we  to  do? 
Why  will  not  these  Moravians  come  into  our  part  of  the  country,  they  might 
live  with  us  as  comfortably  as  anywhere  else.”  Baas  Teunis  therefore  advised 
that  we  should  send  back  all  those  Hottentots  who  had  come  to  us  from 
Schwellendam,  that  the  nationals  might  be  satisfied,  for  he  was  sure  that 
great  misfortune  would  befall  us,  if  we  persisted  in  keeping  them.  He  added, 
that  he  was  now  detaining  fifty-three  Hottentots  on  this  side  of  the  river, 

I  who  wanted  to  settle  at  Bavians  Kloof,  but  that  he  could  not  persuade 
them  to  return.  He  therefore  requested  that  we  would  speak  to  them,  for  one 
word  from  us  would  avail  more  than  ten  from  him.  Upon  these  terms  he 
thought  he  might  promise  us  safety.  This  advice  caused  us  the  greatest

The  latter  two  persons  were  presumably  Hottentots. 
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perplexity,  and  we  prayed  the  Lord  to  direct  us  what  to  do.  After  much 
consultation,  we  could  not  but  think  that  it  would  be  most  adviseable  for 
the  present  to  consult  both  our  own  and  our  people’s  safety.  But  you  cannot 
conceive,  dear  Brethren,  what  we  felt  on  this  occasion.  To  tell  these  people, 
in  whose  hearts  we  perceive  such  a  powerful  work  of  the  Spirit  of  God, 
who  declare  that  they  will  rather  suffer  all  things  than  forsake  a  place  where 
they  are  taught  the  way  of  salvation  ...  to  tell  such  people  to  depart  to  their 
old  places,  and  to  their  heathenish  acquaintance,  is  more  than  we  can  bear. 
Yet  it  seemed  necessary  under  the  present  circumstances,  and  we  are  obliged 
to  conquer  our  feelings,  and  to  make  known  our  concurrence  with  Baas 
Teunis’s  proposal  .  .  . 

We  now  resolved  to  close  our  school  for  the  present,  and  to  convene  all  our 
people  tomorrow,  and  inform  them  of  our  final  decision.  In  the  evening  most 
of  the  women  and  children  fled  to  the  mountains,  and  hid  themselves  among 
the  rocks,  fearing  to  be  surprised  in  the  night.  Early  in  the  morning  we  saw 
them  coming  forth  from  their  hiding  places,  and  as  soon  as  they  arrived, 
called  them  together,  and  proposed  the  above-mentioned  subject.  We  cannot 
describe  the  impression  our  address  made  upon  them.  They  broke  out  in 
loud  weeping  and  lamentations,  and  in  about  an  hour  after,  thirteen  came 
in  a  body  to  take  leave  of  us.  The  women  and  children  wept  incessantly, 
and  a  heart  of  stone  would  have  melted  at  the  sight  of  the  poor  children  tied 
naked  on  the  backs  of  their  weeping  mothers,  going  to  traverse  a  wild  country, 
in  which  the  rivers  and  brooks  were  swollen  to  so  great  a  height  by  the  con¬ 
tinual  rains,  that  they  were  not  fordable.  One  said,  “I  am  very  ill  myself  and 
can  hardly  crawl,  and  have  little  children  not  able  to  walk,  how  am  1  to  carry 
them  with  me?”  Above  thirty  set  out  today,  and  we  were  so  overcome  with 
grief,  that  at  last  we  could  hardly  bear  to  notice  them  any  more.  In  the  evening 
we  fell  on  our  knees  with  hearts  filled  with  sorrow,  and  called  upon  the  Lord 
to  have  mercy  on  these  poor  people,  to  send  his  Spirit  to  be  their  comforter 
and  teacher,  and  to  preserve  in  them  that  ardent  desire  to  hear  and  understand 
his  word.  We  prayed  Him  most  earnestly  to  send  us  help  and  deliverance, 
and  to  cause  the  present  tribulations  to  end  in  blessing.  On  the  1 9th,  all  our 
baptized  attended  the  church-service,  for  none  of  them  have  left  us  as  yet. 
We  thought  we  should  have  room  enough  for  the  people  who  come  to  the 
public  preaching,  but  every  part  of  our  house  was  crowded.  There  were  more 
Hottentots  than  we  were  aware  of,  for  those  who  stood  without  were  by  far 
the  greater  number. 

On  the  20th  Baas  Teunis  sent  to  inform  us,  that  a  troop  of  the  nationals 
were  at  Mr.  Lind’s  house,  and  if  we  wished  to  know  what  they  had  resolved 
respecting  our  school,  we  should  go  thither.  Brother  Kuehnel  went  accord¬ 
ingly,  and  found  that  one  article  of  the  memorial  to  be  addressed  by  them  to 
Government,  was  to  the  following  effect: 
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“We  will  not  permit  any  Moravians  to  live  here  and  instruct  the  Hottentots, 
for  as  there  are  many  Christians  who  receive  no  instruction,  it  is  not  proper 
that  the  Hottentots  should  be  made  wiser  than  the  Christians,  but  they  must 
remain  what  they  were  formerly. 

Those  Hottentots  who  were  born  on  a  farmer’s  estate  must  live  there,  and 
serve  the  farmer  till  they  are  twenty-five  years  old,  before  they  receive  wages. 

The  Hottentots  must  live  among  the  farmers,  and  not  assemble  together, 
as  at  Bavians  Kloof. 

All  Bushmen,  or  wild  Hottentots  caught  by  us,  must  remain  slaves  for  life. 

Item,  the  Moravians  were  never  meant  to  be  employed  among  the  Hotten¬ 
tots  of  this  country,  but  among  the  Bushmen,  &c” 

All  these  and  many  more  resolutions  were  passed  in  the  name  of  liberty 
and  equality.  The  people  in  that  neighbourhood  told  Brother  Kuehnel,  that 
what  he  had  heard  was  the  most  favourable  part  of  their  resolutions,  which 
they  had  compelled  near  3000  people  to  subscribe  without  first  reading  them. 
They  declare  themselves  therein  independent  of  the  company,  and  determined 
likewise  to  oppose  the  English.  A  troop  of  twenty-five  nationals  were  actually 
on  their  march  to  destroy  the  school,  but  being  met  on  the  road  by  a  deputy 
from  Government,  who  brought  them  terms  of  accommodation,  they  re¬ 
turned  to  consult  with  their  comrades,  threatening  soon  to  return.  There  is 
no  name  so  opprobrious  which  they  do  not  bestow  upon  our  Mission. 
On  the  24th  we  received  a  letter  from  Peter  Dohi,  who  expressed  a  wish  to 
see  and  speak  with  one  of  us  upon  a  subject  not  safe  to  be  committed  to  a  letter 
Brother  Schwinn  therefore  went  to  him,  and  found  that  some  of  the  nationals 
had  been  there  and  repeated  the  same  railings  and  threats  against  us  as 
mentioned  above.  Peter  Dohi  said  that  some  of  them  were  however  more 
reasonable  than  others,  and  he  hoped  that  they  would  not  proceed  to  acts 
of  violence.  He  also  undertook  to  convey  several  letters  to  those  of  our  friends, 
who  had  some  influence  with  the  leaders  of  the  nationals,  requesting  their 
interference  in  cur  behalf.  On  the  25th,  we  partook  of  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
and  were  greatly  refreshed  and  comforted  by  the  presence  of  our  Savior, 
who  is  our  daily  refuge  and  support.
